The strike of railroad workers over 
the nation is causing a very serious 
condition along the main line of the 
C. & O. railroad and the strike is be- 
ginning to be felt in MaysvlUe. The 
boata are loaded to their limits but 
yet the general tie-up is being badly 
felt in moat all lines of business and 
la proving quite inconvenient to the 
traveling public. 

On the C. ft 0. of Indiana today all 
passenger service was discontinued, 
all freight service having been dis- 
continued yesterday and on the main 
line of the C. & O tlirounh MayBvillc 
only four passenrpr trains are operat- 
ing, the last of thp local trains being 
rfinoved Thur.sday night and all 
freight trains being tied up Thursday. 
The trains operating are the two dally 
trains from Cincinnati to Washington, 
No. 2 and No. 4 and the two westbound 
trains from Washington to Cincinnati. 
No. 3 and No. 6. Many of the trains 
In local service between points In West 
Virginia and in Kentucky were discon- 
tinued late Thursday. The remainder, 
including the tralna between Cincin- 
nati and Huntington, W. Va., and Cin- 
cinnati and Ashland, Ky., were discon- 
tinued Friday. These conditions will 
prevail until the men return to work, 
C. & 0. officials said Every effort will 
be made, however, to keep the* four 
trains between Cincinnati and Wash- 
ington in operation. 

The Louisville & Nashville railroad, 
although operating under difficulties 
because of the strike of Its shopmen 
and yard mechanics In t'ovlngton and 
at other points, was maintaining its 
passenger service Friday. L & N. of- 
ficials, however, were unwilling to 
make any prediction as to how long 
they could continue full passenger op- 
erations. 

The strike has not been felt on the 
MaysvlUe division of the L. A N. as 
yet except that there are embargoes on 
freight shipments Into certain parts 
of the south. All freight and passeng- 
er trains on this division of the L. & 
N. were in operation Friday. 

All mall except fragile parcel post, 
which cannot be thrown from a mov- 
ing train. Is being handled over this 
division of tho ('. & O. as fast trains 
are handling it and at stations where 
the fast trains do not make regular 
to|)R. tlie mail Is being dumped at the 
station.

Major ». L. Glaxler Kmplojred to Give 
Special Committee Estimate on 
Worth of Present System and 
Cost nf New Pumping 
Station, Reservoirs 
and TUbu, 

The first meeting of the special * 
committee of City Council appointed 
to look Into the advisability of build- 
ing a municipal owned water pnmpinc 
tqtlon, reservoirs and distrlbntlon 
system waa held In the Ooiinoll Coih- 
mittee room at the Court House this 
afternoon at two o'clock. 

Major W. L. Glacier, of Newport, for- 
mer City Engineer, who only a few 
days ago returned from France where 
he had served many months as a Major 
In the Engineer Corps of the United 
States Army, was present at the re- 
quest of the committee. 

After [presenting the situation to 
Majojr Glazier and explanlng to him 
the condition which the city faced last 
week, the committee employed him to 
make a survey of the condition In gen- 
eral and to make recommendatlona to 
them. Major Olasler will UiMtifftk 
the Maysville Water Company's plant 
and equipment and will plaoe a fair 
estimate on the worth of the com- 
oany's holdings here. He will also 
make investigationa and ascertain the 
probftble cost of a complete new plant 
and reservoirs much larger than thola 
now used by the Maysville Water Com- 
pany as well as a complete distribu- 
tion system and the Installation of 
water mcttrs in all homes. 

It will probably require several 
weeks for Major Glazier to ascertain 
all these facts and complete the ne- 
cessary figures but they will be pre- 
sented to the committee at the earliest 
possible moment. The engineer will 
return hero Monday to begin work. 

Except for the employment cf thia 
expert engineer the committee trans- 
acted no other business.

NO NATIONAL PSUIDBNTIAL PBIHABT 



We. have no national presidential primary in this country— 
which fact is stated in reply to a correspondent who asks the ques. 
tion, says the Cohiinlnis Dispatch. Congress has tried a time or two 
to pass a law providing for such a primary, but his always failed. 
In fact, it is generally understood that it will require an amendment 
to the federal constitution to bring it about. 

Many of the states have laws providing primaries for dele- 
gates to the national political convt-ntions, but they are not nni- 
- form. In Ohio we have a law providing that candidates must state 
whom they expect to vote for presidential nomination, in the event 
they are named as delogalos at the primary. But this goes much 
further than the laws of most of the states. 

It is admitted that we have a rather cumbersome method of 
eleoting the president, but little has been done to change the sys- 
tem. There have been attempts made by organizations and indi- 
viduals to have the president elected by popular vote, but such at- 
tempts have not amounted to a national movement. It will require 
* an amendment to the constitution to make the change, and the people 
generally are not cnoujih interesied to make a fight for an amend- 
ment. Besides, wc liave gotten along pretty well under present ar. 
rangements, and only the politicians have so far manifested any deep 
seated desire for a change^

Although imperialism was for long a menace to 
French institutions, the shrine of the race is today the Tomb of Na- 
poleon. It is to France what Mount Vernon is to Amerieans and 
Westminster Abbey to the people of the British empire. 

Just as it is impossible for a member of one of the allied na- 
tionis to look down at the sarcophagus without emotion, so it would 
be impssible for him to set foot without a thrill on the island where 
Napoleon passed his last days. 

It would be saerilet,'e to associate in any way, Wilhelm the Lit- 
tle with Napoleon the Great. "**

Com is more tiian king this year. Corn is emperor of Ameri- 
ican agricultuhe. Wheat, even with its unprecedented volume and 
the high price guaranteed by the government supported by a world 
demand, is expected to bring in a iiure trifle of sometliiiig like $2, 
577,000,000. The corn crop, though smaller than for many years, 
is said to be worth, on the basis of present market prices, no less than 
$4,770,000,000. Thus the corn nearly doubles the value of the wheat, 
and if prices continue their upward trend, may really do so, reaching' 
a rotknd five billions — incomparably more than any crop was ever 
jrorth in any country. 

Before the war, -farmers used to get 50 ao 60 cents a bushel for 
their corn. In 1917, the price rose to the dazzling figure of 90 cents. 
Last year it jumped to $1.35. Now it is $2, and apparently going 
higher. It has risen much more, proportionately, than wheat. 

Hereafter its importance will be more fully recognized. Amer- 
iean farmers wil Iplant more next year, instead of giving' I lie pref 
4rawe to wheat, as they did this year. '

Louisville. Ky., August 7 -The sum- 
mary of weather and crop comlllioits 
in Kentucky, issued by the local 
weather hiirean ofllce for the week 
ending Annnst 5. follows: 

"Moderate to heavy rains occurred 
quite generally over the State during 
the week relieving the draught In most 
places, although there are some local- 
ities where the rainfall was too light 
to do inore than check deterioration 
for a few daya. More rain is needed 
lit once to keep oropa in good growing 
condition, eapeoially since the high 
tenf|>erature ot the last few daya haa 
dried up the moisture so rapidly. The 
cloudy cooler weather tor a /ew daya 
abot^t the middle ot the week waa also 
beneficial in reviving vegetation.' 

Early com on uplands has been 
damaged to some extent by drought 
and win not nuike a full crop, but the 
later portion of this cr(>'.i is doing well 
It was well cultivated and In good 
condition to receive the rain. Karly 
tid)ac.co was badly "llred" in places 
luit the rain Is causing the plants In 
■^Iiread and develop at tlie top. Later 
tobacco, altho uneven in growth on a 
count of the hot dry weather, wa.' very 
much Improved by the rains and is 
now making good progress. Pastures 
gardens, and truck were alao revived 
but they need more rain at frequent 
Intervals.

Feeling thkt the Clianiber of Com- 
meroe and the Orooers Association 
have been unjustly orltioised by some 
vaguely intormed correspondent. Pres- 
ident Cummins ot the Maysvllle Retail 
Orooers and Butobers Assoolatlon has 
seen lit to name a committee td prop- 
erly Inform the public as to the enot 
status ot affairs. The reports of the 
committee follows: 

The MaysvlUe Chamber of Com- 
merce sdini' two years ago, In rcuponse 
to a uiiaiiinunis appeal ot the grocer- 
members of the organization, called 
together the grooera of the city of 
Maysviilc to give llicin llie Icmi; de- 
Hlred opportunity to form an organiza- 
tion for bettering their own Interests. 
The ofncers felt then, as they do now, 
that the citizens of Mason county 
would benefit in the organisation of 
the Orooers' Association, for the con- 
sumer finally benefits when the mer- 
chant becomes a better business man. 
Many ot the grocers have improved 
their knowledge ot business affairs by 
coming in closer relation with their 
fellow grocers. 

The selfish citizen that desires a 
grocer to sell him goods on a losing 
margin of profit has no place in a pro- 
gressive city like Mnysvllle. If the 
unjust criticism r.-iuif^ from such a 
citizen, wo have no answer to ii.iike. 
except that he belongs In a city head- 
ed towards destruction. On every side 
and from every city that is stepping 
forward, the spirit of unselfishness is 
the dominant and moving spirit upon 
which it is advancing. 

To the man or woman of unselfish 
and progressive characteristics we be- 
lieve we can offer an intelligent an- 
swer for this unjust criticism to which 
we have been subjected. We don't 
mean to offer the following as an exr 
cuse for some undesirable practices 
that may have been perpetrated by 
some of our members, over whose af- 
fairs we have no direct control, for 
the citizens ot Mason county know 
that in every organization some mem- 
bers are admitted, whose Lusines- 
transactions do not always meet with 
the approval of the other members 
For that reason we feel that Individ- 
uals should be blamed rather than or- 
ganizations and the objectors should 
be men enough to direct their com- 
plaints to the direction In .which they 
belong. 

In answer to the so called Oouge tr 
which the oonsumers of the city of 
MaysvlUe and Mason county have beer 
subjeoted, we would like to make the 
following reply: 

The grocers and butchers must do 
three things or go out of business: 

1. Make a living profit 

2. Keep a sufficient stock to supply 
demands. 

3. Give the service demanded by 
their customers. 

If there Is to be no profit in business 
the grocer and butcher would be fools 
to continue. 

Keeping his stock complete often 
causes the merchant to pay high 
prices In times of scarcity. He is then 
compelled to charge accordingly, lie 
cently a report was publislied suyin^' 
a local grocer not a member of tin- 
Gougers Union" had a car of sugar 
due which would cost him $8.71 f. o. b 
.Maysvllle. This report was either an 
error or a lie. At the time this report 
was given out the best price obtain- 
able on the New York/ market was 
given 18.82 which with freight rate 
added would make the price $9.21 
f. o. b. Maysvllle. The same day this 
price was quoted, a local wholesaler 
received a car of sugar costing lis.oo 
per hundred f. o. b. .Maysvllle The 
question Is, would the people have pre- 
ferred doing without sugar entirely, to 
paying 14c to 15c for it? The dealer 
referred to la still waiting for tliai 
sugar. Would the berries have waited 
had other dealers refused to buy at 

13c? 

Just one more word about the same 
suckers for free advertising. Any mnn 
who sells soap at 8c a bar and muUi :- 
2%c is making a profit ot over 647<>. 

Everybody knows that green goods 
are hi|^, but that very faot makes the 
chanoe tor loss to the dealer much 
greater. High prices make fewer 
salas, fewer salee mean greater loss 
from spoilage, and the average grocer 
bandies green vegetables and fruits 
merely as an accommodation to hli 
customers, often at a loss. 

Now Just a word In regard to the 
Grocers and Butchers Association. 
Contrary to the opinion being express- 
ed this is not an organization of 
thieves and cut throats. They have 
fed many a family ail winter and been 
forced to charge the account to "profit 
and loss". Furthermore the average 
groceryman or butcher who has ac- 
cumulated a portioi) of this worlds 
goods has done it in most cases by In- 
vestments outside of bis own business. 
Any how many of the himeliers let 
their grocery bills run o year, roni-

His statement that the peo- 
ple were being overcharged for Camp- 
bell's I'ork and BcanB loads us to 
question IiIm business Integrity A 
school child can calculate the profit 
he Is making on an article listed at 
$1.60 a doten wholesale wblob he Is 
selling for llVio a can. 

We understand tbat bis lOo sugar 
has not yet arrived and be is at pres- 
ent charging 14o. We might add that 
the people ot Maysvllle are buying su- 
gar 8o cheaper per pound than it could 
be sold to a Cincinnati Jobber. Some 
of the critics may also fall to have 
the Information that the estimated de- 
crease In the world's sugar proihictlon 
this year Is about 990.000 long tons. 

Soap is continuing to advance and 
the grocer that bought a large quan- 
tity some time ago, can undersell those 
buying from week to week. 

With the exception ot Kroger, Voss 
and other cash stores in Cincinnati, 
Maysvllle prices are on a par with 
most cities even ot greater population 

In regard to the tomato incident 
referred to in a recent issue of llic In- 
pendent, will say, that the farmer re- 
cognized that she must gel the best 
price possible for her tomatoes or 
lose the entire amount. Wo have In- 
formation of another farmer that of- 
fered to retail tomatoes, to one of the 
ladles of Maysvllle at 10c a pound, the 
same day, and they were a very poor 
quality. Thls same lady had Just pur- 
chased a quantity of good tomatoes 
from one of the grocers at 16c per 
pound. 

The Qrocers Association have had 
nothing to do with regulating the 
prices. We challenge any citizen to 
prove that the Grocers Association 

sets prices to its members, 

A local grocer received the follow- 
ing communication from a Cincinnati 
wholesaler: 

".Supplementing our talk over the 
phone, would say there is nothing In 
the present situation to condemn any 
.me for totting what he can for his 
sugar. Supply and demand settle 
prices always where there is no col- 
lusion between several parties, which 
does not exist in the sugar situation. 
\n' article becomes scarce, and higher 
prices result. You cannot prevent this 
iny more than you can change the law 
of gravitation. Of course In war times, 
ail natural laws bays to he set aside 
for the general good. The Constitu- 
tion does not allow suph restriction in 
iieace times. It would take a constl- 
'jitional amendment before the Gov- 
ernment cimUi do such a thing, and It 
vould he a step toward paternalism, 
if not socialism, which the best peo- 
ple in the country do not approve es- 
pecially after what we nave soon of 
!he results of Government manage- 
ment of railroads, telepluines coal. etc.. 
during the war. .Most of the talk in 
the papers emanates from politicians, 
who are seeking their own advance- 
ment, and really do not care as much 
for the iieople's Interest as you or 1 
do. You and I would rather see 4c 
sugar than iSc sugar, but we have to 
accept conditions as they are and do 
the beat conscientiously tbat we can." 
Going back to the origin of the Qro- 
era Association, we can't refrain from 
ailing to your mind the splendid spir- 
it exemplified by the Grocers Assocla- 
iion and the Grocers as individuals in 
lielplng eoniply with the desires of the 
government. We are sure that were 
I'ur esteemed friend lion. W. I). Coch- 
ran here now, ho would very severely 
word las!] the criticis of the CJrooers 
.Association and some of tlie promi- 
nent gnicers. He has reiterated time 
and again tlie fact that the Grocers 
Association was Invaluable to him in 
performing his duties as Food Admin- 
istrator for Mason county and compli- 
mented the grocers of the county al-
